In passing through his 
grounds recently, (July, 1876) in preparing the 
accompanying chart, we find, that although he is 
still growing fruit trees and small fruit, he is 
making a specialty of flowering plants. His 
large collection, well kept green houses, and 
beautiful laid out grounds, assure us, not only 
that he is doing a thriving business, but that he 
has not mistaken his calling
